The annual report of the first assist- 


ant postmaster general shows tliat ru- 
ral free delivery has been established 
in all of the states of the republic, ex- 
cepting Idaho. Montana, Wyoming and 
Mississippi; and those exceptions have 
been made because of the conditions of 
the roads and the sparsely settled con- 
dition of M> many thousands of acres of 
the public domain. There are 3S3 dis- 
tributing stations for the rural free de- 
livery sen-ice, and n population of 1SO.- 
000 receives the benefit of these facili- 
ties. • 
People In cities who reside next door 


to the post offices have their mail car- 
ried to them. They do not have to walk 
a step tog-tit heir mail, but one of Uncle 
Sam's uniformed letter cnp.-irrs brings 
their mall to Users. Farmers have been 
oblige*.', to walk or drive a ;aile, or five 
miles, or ton miles, to town to npoertain 
if there is or is notn letter in the post 
office awaiting-their cnll. ilr- Ill'al1' 
hfis established mail boxes nlong the 
routes of good roads, where farmers 
mav -Sepofit (hen- Ultrrs. and the rural 
free delivery carriers crime there and

free delivery wag-on, than It is to hitoh 
i-p and drive to town, thereby losing- 
much time from nectary firm work, 
taking- both horse and man from their 
regular farm duties. 


The rural free delivery routes o>- 


crensc the incomes cf fourth-class* post- 
masters, and star routes arc dispensed 
with; so that this .service has been es- 
tablished in spite of the hostility of 
many postmasters one? of all star route 
contractors. All of these people have 
more or less influence with senators ami 
rt'pres-eiitat'ves In congress, but tbe 
first nsbistnnt postmaster genera! says 
that the-plain people have more influ- 
ence and they are sustaining- him in the 
great work. ~He says: "1 believe it is 
possible to extend rural fsee delivery 
to millions of citizens withoutaddition- 
al expense to the post oflice depart- 
ment, and consequently without in- 
creased appropriations by congress." 


This practical and detterir.ined ofli 


cial has gx>ne much farther than he uHi; 
inally anticipated. But. seeing the suc- 
cess of rural free delivery, he has-cnuscc 
to be made a traveling post office, a 
cotnpleuc outfit on wheels. This ex 
periroent has been made in Carrol 
•county! Md., where a wagon eight fee 
long travels over good roads, delivering 
and receiving mail, canceling, deliver 
ing, 
giving receipts for registered let 


ters and for money order application; 
and performing all of the functions o 
a stationary post office. The wagon i 
drawn by a pair of strong horses on a 
route 30 miles long, and with a postal 
clerk acting as postmaster. This exper- 
iment has been entirely successful, go- 
ing over the route in all kinds of weath- 
er, s»nd it only costs the government $1,- 
375 per annum, including the ««lary of 
tbe traveling po*tma«ter. ;lt performs 
the aerviee formerly rendered by eight 
fourth-class postmasters and fonr star 
route carrier* which cost the govern- 
ment $1,600 per annum, giving the peo- 
ple better service and saving money for 
the government.
